EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1. Delete "conventionally" from claim 42, line 4. 

2. Delete "in a conventional way" from claim 44, line 9. 

3. Delete "in a conventional way" from claim 46, line 8. 

4. Insert the following on line 3 of claim 48 after the "claim 24" and before the period", 
wherein the at least one active compound is a fungicide". 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
submission of a proper terminal disclaimer has overcome the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection over copending Application No. 11/918,522. The prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest an active compound formulation comprising (a) at least one active compound selected 
from the group of plant protection active compounds that has a solubility in water of less than 
1,000 mg/L at a temperature of 20 C, (b) at least one random copolymer formed from monomers 
i), ii), having the structures depicted in independent claim 24, and optionally additional 
monomers, and optionally (c) additional additives. It is noted that the phrase "to the greatest 
extent" with regards to the removal of solvent is defined in Applicants' specification at page 18, 
lines 24-26. 

The closest prior art is Huth et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,319,093), which discloses 
formulations comprising a water-soluble fungicidal copolymer comprising 
benzimidazolylcarbamic acid methyl ester and 2-acrylamido-2-propoanes sulfonic acid (AMPS)

monomer. Huth does not disclose, teach, or fairly suggest compositions wherein the active agent 
has the solubility recited in Applicants' claim 24. The next closest art is Suarez-Cervieri (US 
2005/0032903), which is not available as prior art due to the § 103(c) exception. Thus, for the 
aforementioned reasons claims 24-57 are allowed.
